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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

on 

HIGHLIGHTS  and  HIGH  COSTS 

For  1959 

This  year  has  been  both  eventful  and  costly.  We  wish 
to  present  for  your  interest,  a  chronological  sequence  of  the 
more  major  events  of  this  past  year. 

April:  Galion  split  her  seams  at  the  waistline,  fortunately, 
the  road  agent,  Mr.  Sharp,  escaped  with  only  minor 
injuries. 

May:     A  recurring  forest  fire  near  Wilson's  Ledges. 

June:     Grange  dancers   searching  desperately  for   drinking 

water. 
July:     Selectman,  Clyde  F.  Mosher,  resigned  after  serving 

four  months  of  his  three  year  term. 

August:  Albert  E.  Kummerer  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  by  the  remaining  board  to  fill  the  vacancy 
until  Town  Meeting,  at  which  time  two  selectmen  will 
be  appointed.  One  for  a  two  year  term,  and  the  other 
for  the  regular  three  year  term. 

This   dry  month  also  witnessed  a   startling   forest 
fire  near  the  Rhodes  Cemetery. 

September:  The  selectmen  and  road  agent,  after  an  abun- 
dance of  breakdowns  and  expense  on  Galion,  rented  a 
(like  new)  Austin- Western  Grader. 

Almon  Bucklin  resigned  as  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
Health  Ofiicer  and  Dog  Catcher. 

October:  The  TRA  appropriation  was  expended  on  the 
road  from  Harry  Bockus'  to  Cheaney's  Flat;  it  was 
ditched,  widened,  and  filled  by  the  State.  There  still 
remains  a  portion  of  road  from  Bockus'  to  Bennett's 
that  has  not  been  rebuilt. 

The  24th  of  this  same  month  presented  a  veritable 


nightmare.  Roads,  bridges,  and  culverts  succumbed  to 
the  torrential  downpour.  The  highway  department 
worked  diligently  attempting  to  control  the  raging  flood. 
It  could  not  be  controlled,  and  the  resulting  damage  was 
extensive.  The  road  agent  however,  was  not  easily  dis- 
couraged, instead  he  hired  an  additional  crew  of  men 
and  worked  around  the  clock  until  the  roads  were  made 
(once  again)  passable.  An  extended  thanks,  to  the  road 
agent  and  his  crew  for  a  fine  recovery. 

November:     Turkey  and  rest. 

December:     Waterhole  near  Clyde  Gray's  was  cleaned  and 
made  deeper.

PREVENTION   IS   EVERYONE'S   BUSINESS 

The  year  195*:^  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum. 
The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather 
conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note. 
58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  care- 
less smokers  and  debris  burners.  10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9 
fires  was  caused  by  children. 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest 
fire  warden  -  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles  -  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  l)urn  at  home  -  Use  your  town  dump  and  save 
yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and 
financial.

SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

Although  the  budget  for  1960-61  is  less  than  the  current 
one  a  word  of  caution  should  be  given.  It  just  so  happens 
this  year  that  we  have  no  eighth  grade  pupils.  The  year  fol- 
lowing there  may  be  13  pupils  entering  high  school  which 
will  boost  the  1961-62  budget  very  materially.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  law  does  not  permit  setting  aside  funds 
one  year  to  help  on  the  next  when  such  a  problem  is  known 
to  exist. 

The  state  average  salary  for  elementary  classroom 
teachers  for  the  current  year  is  $4200.  This  figure  has  been 
increasing  more  than  $200  per  year.  It  will  not  always  be 
possible  to  find  teachers  who  will  work  for  considerably 
less,  and  the  day  may  come  when  those  teaching  multiple 
grades  will  be  given  more  than  the  state  average  since  it 
takes  a  high  quality  teacher.

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SCHOOL   WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Tozvn  of 

Alexandria  qualified  to  vote  in  District  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1960,  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees,  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  ap- 
propriation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  grant  the  Town  per- 
mission to  use  the  school  well  at  the  Village  School  as  a 
source  of  water  for  the  Town  Hall. 
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10.  To  sec  if  the  school  (Hslrict  will  authorize  a  special 
committee  to  do  research  on  the  following: 

1.  To  investigate  the  building  of  an  additional  room  to 
the  present  Village  School,  making  it  possible  to 
consolidate  all  pupils  in  grades  1-6  in  the  town  in 
one  central  spot 

or 
To  investigate  utilization  of  the  present  Willow 
School  and  the  present  Village  School  whereby  all 
children  in  the  school  district  in  grades  1-3  to  be 
housed  at  one  of  these  respective  schools  and  all 
children  in  grades  4  -  6  to  be  housed  at  the  other 
school.  (This  division  of  grades  may  vary  accord- 
ing to  pupil  load). 

2.  To  investigate  the  possibility  of  sending  all  pupils 
in  the  town  in  grades  7-8  to  the  Bristol  School. 

3.  To  investigate  the  possibility  of  the  town  transport- 
ing all  high  school  students  to  the  Bristol  High 
School. 

This  committee  to  report  its  findings  at  a  special  school 
district  meeting  to  be  held  not  later  than  Thanksgiving,  1960; 
sometime  during  the  month  of  October  or  Nov.,  1960. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
